Volume  xv  appears  with  some  changes  in  the  arrangement 
and  numbering  of  the  various  sections.  I  hope  that  these 
may  bring  some  practical  advantages  to  users  of  the  Biblio¬ 
graphy,  though  only  experiment  for  a  year  or  two  can  discover 
this.  A  glance  at  the  List  of  Contents  will  show  most  of  the 
alterations  in  classification.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  method 
which  will  be  equally  good  theoretically  and  practically  may  some 
day  be  found.  The  linguistic  sections  are  particularly  difficult  to 
plan. 

I  should  like  to  emphasize  the  immense  value  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Associate-Editor,  who  is  responsible  for  all  the 
American  material — a  not  inconsiderable  proportion  of  the  whole 
— and  in  addition  often  supplies  items  from  other  sources  which 
have  been  inadvertently  omitted.  I  am  more  than  grateful  to 
Professor  Broughton  for  his  help. 

The  German  contribution  seems  to  have  been  particularly 
large  this  year,  and  Dr  Muhlbach’s  generous  help  has  been  most 
cheering. 

But  I  am  of  course  most  grateful  to  all  the  other  contributors 
also:  Professor  E.  Ekwall,  Professor  V.  Mathesius,  Professor 
Torsten  Dahl,  Professor  U.  Lindelof,  Professor  A.  Koszul, 
Dr  R.  W.  Zandvoort,  Dr  G.  N.  Giordano-Orsini,  Professor  A.
